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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-9,16-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant has amended claim 1 and added new claim 21 . These changes place the 
application into condition for allowance. A brief discussion of Figures 1-4 is in order. 
Per Figure 1, the computing device (12) includes configurable devices (20,22) and a 
data device (24). A control device (26— which can be a power supply) provides reset 
signals at power up of the computing device (12). The first configurable device (20) and 
the data device (24) are then enabled via the reset pins thereof. The data device (24) 
then transmits configuration data to the first configurable device (20). Once the first 
configurable device (20) is configured with the first portion of the configuration data, it 
transmits a reset signal to the second configurable device (22) and the second portion 
of the configuration data is then transmitted to the second configurable device (22). It is 
to be noted that the first configurable device (20) is shown to be an ASIC (application 
device that is configurable logic device) and the second configurable device (22) is 
shown to be a CPU (a processor). Given this overview, it is clear where the amended 
claims find support and hence how such define over the rejection of Zlotnick and Wang 
et al., which simply do not teach the limitations of amended claim 1 and new claim 21 . 
However, in reviewing the art of record and after performing an update search, Erickson 
et al. '614 (of record in the 892) does show a similar configuration in Prior Art Figure 3 a 
data device (4) and two configurable logic devices (1a/b), in which all are reset via the 
RESET (2) in response to the application of a supply voltage. Thus the claimed RESET 
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functionality of claims 1/21 is not taught. Hence the claims are passed on to issue, in 
light of the above commentary and applicant's remarks in support of patentability of the 
claims.
